THE immense challenges 
faced by the council and 
families seeking social 
housing are highlighted 
in a new programme 
on Channel 4. 

Tower Hamlets Council is 
featured in the three-part series 

- How to Get a Council House 

- the first episode of which 
was aired last Thursday, August 
1 and watched by more than two 
million viewers. 

The programme looks at the 
myths and perceptions of social 
housing, and the dire situation 
faced by the thousands of peo- 
ple in need of a home. 

Tower Hamlets, despite being 
a deprived, inner city borough, 
has built the most social hous- 
ing in the country for two years 
in a row 

The documentary highlights 
the social, economic and polit- 
ical complexities of the na- 
tional issues surrounding social 
housing, through a local lens. 

Around 24,000 people are 
on the Tower Hamlets waiting 
list, some of the 1.8 million 
waiting to be housed in suitable 
accommodation across the UK.

By 2015, local authorities 
will have lost a third of their 
budgets for supporting and 
housing people. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: “It 
is important to highlight the is- 
sues that are created by the so- 
cial housing crisis in the UK." 

The council agreed to take 
part in the programme as it 
wanted to highlight housing 
need in the borough where, 
despite over 4,000 new homes 
being built, the problems are 
likely to be exacerbated by the 
government's welfare reforms. 

Cllr Rabina Khan, cabinet 


member for housing, said: “The 
government has failed to con- 
sider that an overheated rental 
market in London will dispro- 
portionately affect residents 
who depend on benefits to sup- 
plement their rent - many of 
these residents are in work." 

The first episode of the 
documentary showed the 
council's housing team 
dealing with the challenge of 
working out which households 
are in most need within their 
priority band. 

The next episode is on 
Thursday, August 15.

THE council and fire 
brigade are investigating 
the use of a former 
Victorian factory in Shad- 
well for housing. 

It follows a BBC news report 
last week, which showed 
footage of overcrowding at 
Cable Street Studios in Lime- 
house, in commercial units 
that are being used for residen- 
tial accommodation. 

Arnold Tarling, an associate 
director of the Royal Institute 
of Chartered Surveyors and a 
fire safety expert, visited the 


studios and was featured in the 
BBC report. 

He told East End Life that 
he looked at the premises and 
spoke to people living there 
and considered it to be a 
“death trap”. 

Mr Tarling said some of the 
things he noticed included 
incorrectly fitted fire doors, 
meshed windows which would 
prevent escape or delay 
firefighter access if a blaze broke 
out, and a skip full of flamma- 
ble material. 

He said he would be notify- 
ing London Fire Brigade of 
his findings. 


A council spokeswoman said 
there were around 200 units 
within the property, some of 
which did not have planning 
permission for the uses being 
carried out within them. 

“In recent years we have 
worked with the police, local 
residents and businesses with- 
in the premises to resolve the 
most serious breaches relating 
to anti-social issues associated 
with these units,” she said. 

“As a result, we have had no 
complaints from residents about 
this property since 2011. 

“We are aware that some 
units, while being leased as 


business units, have or are 
being used for residential 
purposes. We will continue to 
investigate these breaches and 
take appropriate action.” 

A spokesman for the Lon- 
don Fire Brigade said the premis- 
es was served with a prohibition 
notice on Friday, which forbids 
it being used as a residence. 

In 2009 a planning applica- 
tion for the premises to be 
turned into residential flats 
was withdrawn by the 
applicant. 

There was no response from 
the studios when East End life 
contacted them for a comment.

LAST week, Tower Hamlets 
Council featured in a 
Channel 4 documentary 
called How to Get a 
Council House. 

Despite the light-hearted 
title, this programme dealt with 
some of the big issues facing so 
many residents in our borough 
at the moment.

A NATIONAL charity has 
launched a free helpline to 
provide 24-hour advice 
and support to protect 
UK children from female 
genital mutilation. 

The practice is a form of child 
abuse common to some African, 
Asian and Middle Eastern com- 
munities in the UK. Many chil- 
dren are made to undergo ritual 
during the school holidays. 

The National Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children 
(NSPCC) reports that more than 
70 women and girls as young 
as seven seek treatment every 
month as a result. 

The illegal and life-threaten- 
ing practice can leave victims in 
agony and with physical and 


psychological problems that 
can continue into adulthood. 

The helpline gives advice, in- 
formation and support to any- 
one concerned a child's welfare 
is at risk because of female 
genital mutilation.

News from Friends 
of Tower Hamlets 
Cemetery Park 

AT last, a real heatwave, 
week after week of 
high temperatures and 
sunshine. 

It's taken us all by surprise, 
since there's not been midsum- 
mer weather like it since 2006. 
Away with the umbrellas, out 
with the watering cans. At 
least, thanks to last summer's 
monumental rains, there'll be no 
hosepipe ban. 

Grass turns yellow in our 
parks and gardens. By doing so, 
it protects itself in a drought. The 
green tops wither and die, so 
they are no longer using up wa- 
ter in the soil, and their roots can 
stay alive. Cooler weather and 
rain will bring the new green 
growth very quickly. Trees can 
reach deep into the ground for 
water and stay fresh and green 
in a heatwave. 

Those in the know come to 
Tower Hamlets Cemetery Park 
in a heatwave, to walk in its cool, 
shady green woodlands. And 
they don't just seem cool: the 
temperature is several degrees 
down on the built-up area. 

The cemetery park, together 
with the adjoining Ackroyd Dri- 
ve Greenlink, forms one of Tow- 
er Hamlets' two local nature 
reserves - Mudchute Park and 
Farm is the other. 

The cemetery park is owned 
by the borough, but has for 
many years been run by its 
“Friends" group. 
As well as its 
woodlands, it 
has many 
meadows, rich 
in wildflow- 
ers, bees and 
butter- 
• flies, and 
several 
wildlife 
ponds. 

It's open at 
all times. The 
cemetery 
was opened 
in 1841, 



and developed from open land, 
used for farming and market 
gardening. The built-up area 
then reached only as far east as 
the Regent's Canal. 

The cemetery closed for buri- 
als in 1966 after the owners be- 
came bankrupt. It then became 
a public park, with an Act of Par- 
liament to mark the changeover. 

In the 1990s, two areas out- 
side the historic cemetery were 
added to the site. These were the 
Ackroyd Drive Greenlink, run- 
ning from Bow Common Lane 
to Burdett Road, and Scrapyard 
Meadow, running from Bow 
Common Lane to Knapp Road. 

The meadow's name reflects 
its previous usage. In place of the 
scrapyards is now a rich wild- 
flower meadow, and the best 
place for butterflies for many 
miles around. 

Some people are reluctant 
to visit a former cemetery, for 
a variety of reasons. If you're one, 
why not try the Greenlink and 
Scrapyard Meadow? You might 
then come into the cemetery it- 
self, through one of the gates 
from the Meadow to Cantrell 
Field, where there's a large open 
space with no graves in sight. 
There's plenty of seating, and 
surrounding trees provide 
shade. A good spot for a picnic. 

A lot happens in the park. Ac- 
tivities include funded walks, a 
spring festival, green wood- 
working, monument recording 
and historical research, and 
conservation volunteering. 
There's also an Education Cen- 
tre constantly busy with local 
schoolgroups learning about 
the natural environment.

HE was a Whitechapel boy who rose 
to become George Ill’s favourite 
painter... so liked by the king that 
gossips suggested he was his ille- 
gitimate son. 

And yet today, John Hoppner is com- 
pletely forgotten, while near contemporary 
Royal Academicians such as Reynolds, 
Stubbs, Gainsborough and Turner are still 
known to modern Britons. 

John Hoppner was born in Whitechapel 
on April 4, 1758, the son of German parents. 
Germans had been settling in London in 
increasing numbers since a German prince 
had been invited to become king of the re- 
cently created Great Britain in 1714. 

By now, George I's great-grandson, 
George III, was on the throne. He, unlike 
George's I and II, had been born in England 
and spoke English as his first language. But 
though the Anglicisation of the House of 
Hanover was well underway, there was still 
a powerful German influence at the Court 
of St James. Until the reign of William IV, 
in 1830, the official court orchestra was still 
composed exclusively of German musicians. 

And many of the servants and attendants 
at court were German too, Hoppner's 
mother among them. The young John be- 
came a chorister at the Royal Chapel, 
though quickly moved towards painting 
rather than music. In 1775 he began his stud- 
ies at the Royal Academy, taking the silver 
medal for life drawing and, in 1782, the gold 
medal for historical painting, with a ren- 
dering of King Lear. Ironic considering his 
patron, to paint a monarch who goes mad 
in later life, but there were other concerns.

sconced in London society and the court. 
But with George fighting a desperate bat- 
tle to hold on to this American colonies, Pa- 
tience's loud support for American 
independence was winning her no friends. 
Rumour had it that she was a spy for the 
cause, sending information gleaned at 
court on how the British were preparing 
for war. If she was a spy, she wasn't a very 
discreet one, and she soon found herself cast 
aside. It must have been a painful embar- 
rassment for Hoppner, steadily building his 
business at the court. Worse still, he now 
had a rival, in Thomas Lawrence. 

Nine years younger than Hoppner, the 
prodigious Lawrence had won a commis- 
sion to paint the queen when he was just 
21, and soon became the new favourite of 
the Prince of Wales. 

Reputations can soar and dive quickly in 
the art world and, by the early years of the 
new century, the once-lauded Hoppner's 
name was in serious decline: while critics 
had once praised his brilliant colouration, 
they now mocked his shaky draughts- 
manship. His eclipse, almost certainly, was 
hastened by his increasing distance from 
the court that had earlier made him rich.

Irony again. For though George was as- 
tonishingly fecund - his Queen Charlotte 
would give birth to 15 children, including 
two future kings of Great Britain - he was 
one of the few of his line who didn't have 
mistresses or illegitimate children. His in- 
terest in John seems to have been simple 
kindness. 

Hoppner yearned to be a landscape 
painter. Reynolds was a powerful in- 
fluence, with his painterly, windswept 
woodland scenes. But Hoppner, though 
good, was no Reynolds and - crucially 
- portraits were where the money and 
commissions were. A newly minted 
member of the gentry, a war hero, even 
a successful actress might pay to have their 
own likeness made, but wouldn't pay for 
scenic landscapes. Even the popular clas- 
sical subjects, considered 'high' art by 
the cognoscenti, were rare, though he 
did produce the fare expected of a se- 
rious painter of the time - a Sleeping 
Venus, Cupid and Psyche, and Jupiter 
and Io. 


colouration, one lesson he had learned from 
Reynolds. And most important of all to the 
jobbing painter, he was supremely well con- 
nected - much business flowed from the 
court. And so he produced paintings of Lord 
Nelson, the Prince of Wales, the Duke and 
Duchess of York, Sir Walter Scott and the 
Duke of Wellington. He also painted Peter 
Dollond, the great lensmaker and son of the 
Spitalfields' Huguenot family whose name 
lives on in the opticians chain Dollond and 
Aitchison. 

But while the German from Whitechapel 
had an impeccable pedigree for a servant 
of the king, he had an unfortunate im- 
pediment: his mother-in-law, Patience 
Wright. Born into a New York, vegetarian 
Quaker family, she had turned her hobby 
(moulding faces from dough, wax and put- 
ty to amuse her three children) into a job, 
winning commissions to sculpt portraits 
in tinted wax. In a surreal twist, her New 
York wax museum burned down, and she

Lawrence, meanwhile, was acknowl- 
edged as the greatest, and most famous por- 
trait painter in England.

Dancing 
in the 
streets 


THERE were jellied eels, pie ’n’ mash, 
old-fashioned knees-ups and Pearly 
Kings and Queens in abundance as 
the borough celebrated its first ever 
Cockney Heritage Festival.

And there was plenty to learn about the 
traditional East Enders at more than 50 events 
held around the borough over the course 
of a week. 

Organised by the council with the Cock- 
ney Heritage Trust, it was launched on July 
18 at Tower Hamlets Local History Library 
in Mile End with traditional Cockney fare, 
singing and lots of information to pick up 
from a variety of stalls run by local groups. 

Among them were the Jewish East End 
Celebration Society, East of London Family 
History Society, Friends of Tower Hamlets 
Cemetery Park, Stairway to Heaven Memo- 
rial Trust, Bow Geezers, Swadhinata Trust, 
East London History Society and History 
of Wapping Trust. 

Terry Bethell, 
from East of 
London Family 
History Society, 
said: "It is very 
important to have 
events like this to 
celebrate Cockney 
heritage. 

"With the tran- 
sient nature of the 
borough, with new 
groups moving in 
and others moving 
out, it is vital we 
keep a record of 
our past.” 

Reg Baker, who went along to the launch

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with his son, added: "There are not many Cock- 
neys left in the borough which is why it is 
so special to have a festival dedicated to us.” 

Entertainment to kick off the festival 
included songs by 86-year-old Henrietta 
Keeper. The lively Cockney from Bethnal 
Green has been performing live for decades 
and was taught to sing by her father. She 
started her career singing duets with her dad 
in local pubs and has a regular gig at Pellicci's 
Cafe in Bethnal Green Road every Friday. 

Henrietta said: "It was a pleasure to be 
asked to sing at the festival launch. I hope 
everyone enjoyed the songs.” 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: "Over the past 
few decades our borough has developed a 
rich culture and has formed a strong 
community. This festival celebrated the 
East End's Cockney heritage and I am 
delighted it has been a success because of 
the excellent work of council staff, local 
organisations and businesses.” 

The festival offered a selection of 
exhibitions including a photo display 
at Chrisp Street Market by Tom Hurley 


celebrating local institution Ivy's Cafe. 

Locals also joined in a sing-song with a 
pianist outside the cafe where shoppers 
enjoyed the very best of Cockney nosh. 
Idea Store Chrisp Street hosted a Cockney 
knees-up led by Pearly Kings and Queens 
who stepped in to pay tribute to Wayne 
Adams - he had been booked to lead the 
event but died a week before the festival. 

Tea dances for all ages took place during 
the festival. Older adults joined Victoria Park's 
community rangers for one with a Cockney 
twist. The rangers helped local resident 
Nina Allister enjoy her first experience of a 
tea dance. 

"I felt proud to celebrate my Cockney 
heritage. I absolutely enjoyed it, had a 
fantastic time. I will certainly be coming 
back,” she said. 

Gladys James, 96, from St Hilda's East 
Community Centre, said: “I have really 
enjoyed the dance; it was really lovely to hear 
the old songs from the past. I'm so glad 
Victoria Park put on these events; it gives me 
something to look forward to.” 


Barbara Beasley, who is part of the East 
London Fabulettes and attended a selection 
of events with her friends, added: "Being Cock- 
ney is all about having fun and enjoying your- 
self. I've lived locally and the borough is a 
great place to socialise, there is so much on 
offer which is free. It's a great place to live. 
This festival lets us save the traditions and 
engage young people in them.” 

Ray Sparra Everingham from the Cockney 
Heritage Trust said the response to the fes- 
tival was "absolutely amazing”. 

"I've met some lovely people. One piece 
of artwork by Thomas Lyndon on display at 
Idea Store Bow was particularly moving, 
depicting two scenes from a pub: one all live- 
ly, from his youth, the other sitting alone 
in the pub with his memories, as sons 
and grandsons now drink in Hornchurch 
and Upminster .” 

Cllr Rabina Khan, who launched the 
festival, said: "Tower Hamlets is a diverse 
borough which many communities have 
made their home. Each group over the 
years has left their distinctive mark and

cultural legacy, and it is only right that we 
pay tribute to Cockney language and culture." 

Cabinet member for culture Cllr Rania 
Khan added: "The festival has been a real trib- 
ute to the East End's fascinating Cockney cul- 
ture and heritage. It was pleasing to see so 
many people from all ages and backgrounds 
take part in events across the borough." 

Housing organisation EastendHomes 
held Cockney themed parties on some of its 
estates. More than 250 people attended a 
street party in Wager Street, Mile End on July 
20, where residents tucked into pie and mash, 
watched puppet shows, and enjoyed music 
and a barbecue. 

Other events included a knees-up at 
Eric Street in Mile End on July 27 and the 
screening of East One, by Phil Maxwell, a 
Tower Hamlets artist and film maker, at 
Southern Grove community centre. 

The closing night on July 27 at the 
Bethnal Green Working Men's Club featured 
entertainment from several performers in 
their 80s, and a lively atmosphere contin- 
ued late into the night.

Family forum is a huge success 



Forum members discuss issues with staff from the council’s 
parent and family support service

THE success of a borough- 
wide family forum has 
been hailed after its latest 
meeting attracted a record 
turnout. 

The Parent and Carer Coun- 
cil (PCC) was set up in October 
last year by the parent and 
family support service as a way 
for the council to hear the views 
of parents and carers first-hand. 

The latest PCC meeting was 
held at the Museum of London 
Docklands and was the third, 
and the best attended so far, 
with 27 parents and carers. 

The theme of the meeting 
was School Transition - Sharing 
Views and Experiences. Parents 
discussed their children's tran- 
sition from nursery into primary 
school, from primary into sec- 
ondary and then their education 
choices after secondary school. 

Children aged between one 
and 11 were cared for in the ac- 
companying childcare facility, 
run by play workers from the 
Tower Hamlets Play Factory, to 
allow parents to attend. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“Successful transition into dif- 
ferent phases of education is vi- 
tally important for children and 
young people's future achieve-

The improvements we 
have seen in Tower Hamlets' 
classrooms are because of hard 
work and collaboration by teach- 
ers, council staff and parents 
alike.

PHLOX comes in many 
varieties, all of which have 
a delightful light scent, 
perfect for the long warm 
summer nights. 

A perennial favourite and a 
quintessential cottage garden 
flower, phlox is one of the 
showiest late summer plants, 
producing large clusters of flow- 
ers on compact plants. 

Phlox is a Greek word, mean- 
ing flame. 

The plant is perfect to bright- 
en up any garden with vibrant 
coloured blossoms in shades of 
red, purple, scarlet, yellow, and 
white and is a favourite with 
bees and flower arrangers. 

It can be planted in beds and 
borders to create a blanket of 
colour or pots to liven up any pa- 
tio, doorstep or balcony and 
will flower into early autumn. 

There are a huge range of 
colours and different heights 
available, all of which are very 
hardy and reliable throughout 
the season. 

Phlox paniculata is a popular 
variety with fragrant pink, 
white or purple/blue flowers 
which will flower from midsum- 
mer through to late autumn and 
can be used to attract wildlife 



such as bees, butterflies and in- 
sects into the garden. 

It does best in well-prepared 
soil that has been enriched 
with well-rotted compost or 
manure to improve moisture re- 
tention and drainage. Ideally, it 
prefers full sun although it will 
still perform well in partial 
shade. It is recommended you 
deadhead and feed well to pro- 
long flowering. 

Phlox is a hardy herbaceous 
perennial, with sweetly fra- 
grant panicles of pink, white and 
purple/blue flowers. 

It is the ideal herbaceous or 
mixed border plant and can be 
used informally in a cottage gar- 
den. It is also good for cutting 
and flower arranging.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit, subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents 1 Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents' parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of air 
pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle and 
go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help 
you get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be 
able to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's 
blue badge or are eligible under the Permit 


Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at 
social rented housing residents. The criteria for 
the PTS is as follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit 
per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 

under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof 
of PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including 
a duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes 
or housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 10 scratchcards per year. For permit

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Girls going for gold in Russia

EAST End girls, Christine 
Ohuruogu and Perri 
Shakes-Drayton, are going 
to Russia next week with 
genuine hopes of win- 
ning their events. 

In a surprise move, Christine 
has been named Great Britain's 
captain for next month's Ath- 
letics World championships in 
Moscow. 

And it comes just days after 
she clocked a season's best time 
of 50 seconds in the 400 metres 
to beat America's Francena 
McCorory in the Anniversary 
Games. 

Not to be outdone, in the 
400 metre hurdles Shakes-Dray- 
ton also set her fastest time ever, 
53.67s. 

The two East Londoners will 
be joined by Christine's younger 
sister, Vicky, in the 4x400 me- 
tres relay. 

On hearing the news of her 
captaincy from UK Athletics

on Thursday, Christine said: “I am 
very proud to have been asked 
to be the team captain. I am not 
normally someone who likes the 
spotlight. 

“But this is a lovely feeling to 
be trusted in this role and it's 
nice for myself and my coach, 
Lloyd Cowan, for the hard work 
we have put in over the years.'' 

The 29 -year-old is an out- 
standing medal prospect in 
Russia in both the individual 
400m and 4x400m relay. 

As well as her silver in the 
Olympic Stadium last summer, 
she won the world title in 2007, 
Olympic gold in 2008 and was 
part of the victorious British re- 
lay quarter at the 2012 World In- 
door Championships and this 
year's European Indoor Cham- 
pionships. 

The Londoner is hoping to be 
a role model for her sister, who 
is establishing herself as a fine 
athlete in her own right. 

“Having Vicky on the team 
really brings home the respon- 
sibility to me,'' said Christine, a 


silver medallist at the London 
2012 Games. 

“If ever there was a reminder 
that the team captain is there 
to help young athletes settle in, 
then having my younger sister 
nearby is just that.'' 

It's also looking bright for 
Shakes-Drayton, the former 
Bishop Challoner pupil who 
still trains at Mile End Stadium 
under Chris Zah. 

Ukraine's Zuzana Hejnova, 
who will be the local hero when 
racing begins next week, kept 
up her unbeaten record for the 
season and made it eight wins 
out of eight by clocking the 
fastest time in the world this 
year, 53.07s. 

But Perri gave her main rival 
plenty to think about and was 
leading off the final bend. 

She said she was pleased to 
have run a personal best again 
and is confident she can get 
amongst the medals in Moscow 
and end the disappointment of 
her semi-final defeat at last 
year's Olympic Games.

Adam Stacey has already 
been selected for the England 
under-16 squad for a home in- 
ternational tournament.

“In May he got to the semi- 
final of the England under-14 
championships and only got 
beaten in the last frame, 4-3 on 
the black ball,'' said father Steve. 


“He won two matches to get 
there and now he's developed 
into a top 16 player for the un- 
dents in England. 

“He not only plays men, he 
beats them as well. 

“The selectors have stuck him 
in straight at the deep end with 
the under-i6s, that's how good 
he is and it will be more expe- 
rience for him.'' 

Adam practises at Mile End 
Snooker Club in Stepney, and has 
weekly sessions with profession- 
al coach Gary Filtness. 

“He's played since he was 
five and has a professional 
coach who he sees once a week,'' 
added Steve.

His top break in competition 
is 59, but on the practice table 
Adam has scored 132 - just 15 
short of the 147 maximum. 

And the youngster is already 
setting his sights on being the 
next Ronnie O'Sullivan or Judd 
Trump. 

“After England the tour starts 
again all over the south of Eng- 
land,'' added Steve. 

“The top four at the end of the 
season go through to the Pre- 
mier League, which is when 
you're playing at pro level in the 
big tournaments. Eventually 
he wants to be a professional.''

Great, grilled grub 




Meshwi serves satisfying Middle Eastern food 


A summery treat 


Herb chicken salad with spicy 
houmous - serves 2

MESHWI already stands 
out like a beacon on the 
Bethnal Green Road due to 
its fresh facade and sym- 
pathetic lighting. 

Having caught my eye sever- 
al times I thought it due a re- 
view. Service was friendly and 
hospitable on arrival and we 
were presented with a compre- 
hensive menu. 

Much to my horror, I realised 
they don't sell alcohol, how- 
ever this cloud has a silver 
lining in that they have a 
bring-your-own-bottle policy 
and only charge a very good 
value £2 corkage. 

As the summer heat wore off 
and the evening light began to 
fade, candles were lit with 
alacrity, creating a cosy and 
warm ambience for the evening. 

The venue's interiors are 
rather stunning, with lots of sub- 
tle lighting, murals and colours 
which combine to create an en- 
ticing restaurant. 

Downstairs is even better 
and I found myself envisaging 
large gatherings of friends 
tucked around tables bulging 
with food on Arabian Nights. 

Meshwi is Arabic for meat on 
the grill and the menu incorpo- 


rates a plethora of both Lebanese 
and Turkish dishes. 

Starter of halloumi was a lit- 
tle lacklustre and could have 
been more crisp. The pieces 
were thin and pretty pale. 

The cold mixed mezze, how- 
ever, wowed the crowd incorpo- 
rating houmous, tabbouleh 
(parsley, bulgar wheat and fresh 
mint), cacik (cucumber, yogurt 
and garlic - think tatziki), mouta- 
bal (pureed grilled aubergine 
and tahini), olives, stuffed vine 
leaves and aubergine salad. 

All in abundance and all 


deliciously good value at £6.95. 

My main of sea bass was 
served as fillets and was perfect- 
ly cooked and seasoned. 

The spicy rice accompanying 
was fine, but nothing to write 
home about and could have 
done with more herbs and spices. 

My dining partner's lamb 
chops were the house special- 
ity and rightly so. Spicy and 
flavoursome, grilled and heav- 
ily marinaded, I'd come back for 
these alone. A wide array of ice 
cream flavours was fought over 
for pudding and the texture and 


authentic flavours had us guess- 
ing at homemade. 

All in all I think this is a bit of 
a find and good value too. They 
appeared to be doing a roaring 
trade on the takeaway front too 
and this might be a perfect 
summer option for barbecue- 
style food without the hassle. 

Two people shared a variety 
of non-alcoholic drinks and en- 
joyed three courses for just shy 
of £50, including water and 
bread.
